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1 . The drawings filed on August 9, 2010 have been approved. 

2. The amendment filed August 9, 2010 has corrected additional defects or errors in 
the reissue after the filing of the application and the original reissue oath or declaration. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1 .175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be 
allowed. 

Claims 1-26,28-33 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
oath/declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is 
set forth above. 

Receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 
1 .175(b)(1) will overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251. An example of acceptable 
language to be used in the supplemental oath/declaration is as follows: 

"Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered by 
a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part 
of the applicant."

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 28-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
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which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification as originally filed does not provide support for the claimed 
vertical spacing of the engaging collars or for there being at most one engaging collar 
for every five cross-rungs. The applicant states that it is clear that the function of the 
guiding loops can be incorporated into the engaging collars and that it should be well 
understood that the engaging collars may have the same vertical spacing as described 
with respect to the guiding loops. This is not convincing for the function of the guiding 
loops as being incorporated into the engaging collars does not set forth that the 
structural position of the engaging collars is that of the guiding loops. The position of the 
engaging collar is dependent upon its placement on a rung and engagement with a 
bead.
